Apparently, the decision will apply to all districts having 
hite and Negro schools.

million dollars, according to Ed McCuistion of the state 
‘ment of Education. And the per capita expenditure for N 
students, for upkeep, teachers’ salaries and the like, will 
about three and one-half million dollars more a year. 

Some money can be raised by bringing property assessments 
in the districts up to where they belong. But many white schools 
also are below standard. Bp Clee Ss, Oe ee ae 
in many districts, will hit hard.
